AN ATTEMPTED USURPATION. 

Senator Conkling admits that ye has con- 

tributed to the continuance of the deadlock 
in the Senate hoping thereby to compel the 
withdrawal of the name of Judge Robertson 
by the President. This is the confession of 
a purpose on his part to usurp in behalf of 

the Senate the appointing power vested in 

the President by the Constitution. The Con- 

stitution provides a method whereby Mr.. 
Conkling may express his disapprobation of 
any given nomination made by the President, 

but it is not the method he has chosen to 
adopt. The Senate was convened in extra 
session for the sole purpose of affording Sen- 
ators an opportunity for expressing approval 
or disapproval of Presidential nominations. 

The President has made a large number 

of nominations, but for two months 

the Senate has neglected and refused 
to act upon them either § affirma- 
tively or negatively. It has practically 
abdicated its functions, for it refuses: to co- 
operate with the Executive in an important 
particular of administration in which its co- 
operation is required by the Constitution. 
But it refuses to adjourn when adjournment 
would relieve the President of embaryass- 
ment to a degree, since in recess he would 
have power to fill vacancies. The conclusion 

is therefore irresistible that the Senate does 

not propose merely to defeat certain nomina- 

tions of the President, but to make procla- 
mation of its purpose to compel such nomi- 
nations in every instance as it shall desire. 
In a word, it gives notice to the President 
that he must seek its advice in advance 
of sending in names or its consent to 
appointments will be refused. True, 

the edict relates immediately to the case of 
Judge Robertson. But the rule established 
in one case would logicallf cover all cases, 
for what is conceded to Mr. Conkling by the 
Senate may be demanded with equal reason 
by the Senators from each State. This is the 
courtesy of the Senate, which means an 
agreement by the whole Senate that the Sen- 
ators from each State shall be sustained in 
dictating the Presidential appointinents with- 
in their respective territorial jurisdictions. 
And this is a palpable usurpation, a transfer- 
ance of the power of appointment from the 
Executive, where it is lodged by the Consti- 
tution, to a branch of the legislative depart- 
ment of the Government. Hamilton did not 
foresee that the Senate of the United States 
would attempt to usurp a prerogative of the 
Executive, but he stated the objections to 
conferring the power of appointment upon 
the Senate, and stated them forcibly. He 
said: 

There is nothing so apt to agitate the passions 
of mankind as pe consideranons, whether 
they relate to ourselves or others, who are to be 
the objects of our choice or preterence. Hence 
in every exercise of the power of appointing to 
vifices by an assembly of men, one must expect 
te see a full display of all the private and party 
likings and dislikes, ialities and ant ipathies. 
attachments and mosities, which are felt by 
these who com the assembiy. The choice 
which may at any time happen to be made un- 
der such circumstances will of course be the re- 
sult either of a victory gained by one party over 
the gther, or of a compromise between the par- 
ties.. In either case the intrinsic merit of the 
candidate will be too often out of sight. In the 
first the qualifications best ada to uniting 
the suffrages of the party will more consid- 
ered than those which fit the person for the sta- 
tion. In the last, the coalition will probably 
turu upon some interested equivalent. Give us 
the man we wish for this „ and you shail 
have the one you wish for that.“ This will be 
the usual condition of the bargain. And it will 
rarely happen that the advancement of the pub- 
iic service will be the primary object either of 
party victories or of party negotiations. 

These observations, made nearly a hun- 
dred years ago, are verified to-day in the 
United States Senate. Equally pertinent to 
the Senatorial. situation are the views of 
Hamilton on the “multiplication of the Ex 
ecutive,” which is inyolved in the attempted 
usurpation of the Senate. In his paper on 
»The Unity of the Executive,” he says: 


Numbers must be so great as to render combi- 
nation difficult; or they are rather a source of 
danger thau of security. The united credit and 


» influence of several individuals must be more 


formidable to liberty than the credit and intflu- 
ence of either of them separately. Where 
power, therefore, is placed in the hands of so 
swallanumber of men astoadmit of their in- 
terests and views being easily combined in a 
common enterprise by an artful ieader it be- 
comes more liabie to abuse, and more dangerous 
when abused, than if it be lodwed in the bands 
of one man; who, from the very circumstance of 
his being alone, will be more narrowly watched 
and more readily suspected, and who cannot 
unite so great a mass of influence as when be is 
associated with others. 


Senator Conkling makes no concealment of 
the reason of his opposition to the confirma- 
tion of Judge Robertson. He has never ut- 
tered a word against his character or his fit- 
ness for the position to which the President 
has named him. Ile opposes his elevation to 
the Collectorship of Customs of New York be- 
cause he does not belong to his faction of the 
Republican party. He wishes to extend and 
strengthen his personal power through this 
Federal appointment. HIS, opposition is a 
bold confession of his desiré to use the pa- 
tronage of the Customs-Office of New York 
for the advancementof his political fortunes, 
for he believes in making every Federal 
office a piece of personal political machinery. 
Mr. Conkling does not profess, as some Sen- 
ators do, to feel any interest in the question, 
How to divide the Solid South. He has not 
‘said a word for Mahone or his party 
in Virginia. So far as he has con- 
tributed to the continuance of the dead- 
lock in the Senate his sole motive 
has been to cemeut his political power in the 
State of New York by the usurpation’ of a 
constitutional prerogative of the President. 
And the Senate. stands in the pitiable atti- 
tude of deferring cringingly to his wishes, or 
of desiring to accomplish the usurpation he 
has dictated. Senators may choose between 
these two horus of the dilema, On the 
present attitude of the Senate public opinion 
is clearly defined, unmistekable; it is un- 
qualifiedly condemnatory. A feeling of dis- 
gust and shame pervades the entire country. 
If the Constitution provided a method 
whereby the President could appeal to the 
people he would be sustained ten to one,— 
yes, a thousand to one! A Committee of

struction of Chitago paved streets will cease, 
The great enemy of macadam, gravel, or 
wooden-block pavement is the narrow tires of 
heavy wagons and carts, which cut and tear 
them into ruts and holes. 

It cannot be too often repeated that the 
damage done to the improved streets of Chi- 
cago by narrow tires exceeds a million of 
dollars per annum. No paving substance 
yet introduced into this city will stand the 
“racket” of 10,000 wagons with two-inch 
tires, each weighing, when loaded, from 
three to four or five tons. They will cut and 
tear any paving material to pieces in a short 
time. Change the tires of these wagons into 
four-inch irons, and not one-quarter of the 
mischief will be done; on graveled or 
macadamized streets not one-tenth part of 
the harm in wet weather will result from the 
broad as from the narrow tires. In dry 
weather the narrow tires are not so destruct- 
ive, but when the surface of the streets is 
soft from rain, or the frost coming out in the 
spring, heavy laden wagons with narrow 
tires rip them to pieces in.the most shocking 
manner, where wide tires would roll smooth- 
ly over them doing no harm. 

If narrow-tired wagons ran lighter in all 
seasons and weather, and lasted longer than, 
broad ones, there would be a motive for their 
retention and continuance, and a reason why 
their owners would object to changing them. 
But just the contrary is true; they run heay- 
jer and wear out sooner than the broad tires. 
In winter and spring, when the streets are 
covered with slush, snow, or mud, narrow 
tires pull altogether harder than broad ones, 
—not far from a half harder. On mud roads 
in wet weather there is no eomparison be- 
tween the draft of the two kinds of wagons, 
so much lighter is the broad than the narrow. 
In any weather, where the street is not per- 
fectly smooth and hard, the broad wheels 
draw the lightest, and justin proportion as 
the road is soft and bad the narrow tires run 
heaviest, 

The only imaginable reason for the use and 
retention of narrow tires is force of habit, 
stupidity, unreflection, and shameful igno- 
rance. 

Tue Tumor has ascertained from the 
principal wagonmakers in Chicago that the 
expense of changing the new tires of heavy 
road wagons into four-inch tires would be 
about $382 per wagon, Lighter two-horse 
wagons would cost something less, perhaps 
not to exceed $25. A wagon thus changed 
will wear enongh longer to pay for this ex- 
pense, and the saving in horsetlesh, and the 
larger loads that may be hauled on dirt or 
soft roads, and the reduction of draft on all 
roads the year round will be worth toa 
teamster $100 a year at the lowest calcula- 
tion. The City Council will actually confer 
a large pecuniary benefit on the. owner of 
every truck, wagon, omnibus, cart, and dray 
iu the city by compelling them to double the 
width of their tires, besides making the in- 
proved stfteets last fully twice as long and 
saving the city half the annual cost of re- 


pairing them. 


THE CANAL CONVENTION AT DAVENPORT. 
A convention is to be held in the City of 
Davenport, la., on the 25th of May, to which 
delegates have been invited from all the 
Northwestern States, with a view of present- 
ing to the country the importance of the pro- 
posed canal from the Mississippi River at 
Rock Island to the Lllinois River at Hen- 
nepin. The Mayors of cities, Governors of 
States, Boards of Trade, and all other com- 
mercial, agricuitural, and municipal bodies 
in the Northwest are requested to appoint 
delegates to take part in this Convention. 
The necessity and the importance of this 
proposed canal grow out of the necessity and 
importance of the other water communica- 
tion between the Lilinois River and Lake 
Michigan. The IIlinois River and the Lili- 
nois & Michigan Canal now connect the lake 
system with the Mississippi River. Upon 
that canal and the Illinois River improve- 
ment the State of Illinois has expended 
many millions of dollars. It will require 
about one and a half million of dollars more 
to complete the improvement of the Lili- 
nois River, making that stream navigable 
for steamers during the whole season of nay- 
igation. The canal, which was begun before 
the country had become so populous and its 
productions so magnified as they are at this 
time, is also complete to the extent of estab- 
lishing the connection with the lakes; but 


the canal needs enlargement—deepening and 


widening—to meet the present demands of 


| tie commerce of the vast regions seeking 


transportation to ana from the Atlantic 


The canal whose interests it is intended to | 


promote by the Davenport Convention Is to 
connect the Mississippi River at Rock Island 
with the IIlinois River at Hennepin, a dis- 
tance of sixty-five miles. The original esti- 
mate for this canal was that it should be six 
feet deep and sixty feet wide on the surface. 
The experience of the Illinois & Michigan 
Canal, however, will point out the economy 
of making the canal at least eighty feet wide 
and seven deep. IIorse boats will not figure 
hereafter on canals where steam can be used 
and transportation performed in fleets of 
barges. The locks should be of equal propor- 
tions, admitting of the largest class of boats. 
This canal will of course need to be supplied 
with water, which it is proposed to furnish 
by a navigable feeder ftom Rock River, at or 
near Sterling, thirty or forty miles long. 
Making all allowances for unforeseen difti- 
culties, it is safe to claim that the canal (of 
proper dimensions) and feeder will not cost 
more than from ten totwelve millions. When 
completed, it will furnish to the Upper Mis- 
sissippi States direct, continuous, speed 
water communication with Lake Michigan 
and thence to all the Atlantic ports. It will 
enable a fleet of wheat and corn laden barges 
leaving Minnesota to deliver their loads at 
New York at a less cost per ton and in half 
the time it will now take to deliver the same 
grain by way of New Orleans, and it will en- 
able grain to be delivered from any of the 
points on the Mississippi River at New York 
for one half what it now costs to deliver 
wheat by rail. 

Leaving out of view the practicability of 
the canal and its great utility, of which there 
can be no controversy, the immediate ques- 
tion is how to obtain the means to build it, 
We assume that Congress has not yet reached 
that virtuous point when any work of internal 
improvement can gain a hearing, and much 
less an appropriation, upon its own merits. 
The history of our Legislature on this point 
is notencou No measure, however im- 
portant and desirable it may be, can hope for 
favorable action by Congress unless it be con- 
nected with a sufficient number of other 


measures whose sole or chief recommenda- 
tion is that they are represented by the votes 
required to pass the combined scheme, 
Legislation of this character has sunk into 
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$100,000 for the highly important harbor 


ot Chicago cannot hope to pass Congress 


unless there be connected with it other 
works and schemes, good, bad, and indiffer- 


ent, aggregating $10,000,000 or $12,000,000. | 


In one sense it would be more eco 
nomical for Chicago to construct and 


‘maintain her own harbor than to join 


in one of these omnibus river and harbor 
bills and pay three or five times as much 
for constructing other harbore as is appro- 
priated for her own. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that this Hennepin Canal will meet 
with exeeptional favor at the hands of Con- 
gress, so all that can be éxpected in the way 
of National aid is, that, in the general scram- 
ble, it may have friends enough in the North- 
west among the millions of people who are 
to enjoy its benefits to secure for it every 
year or two such percentage of the total sum 
appropriated for such works as will enable 
the work to be begun and slowly prosecuted 
to the end. 

The Convention will do the country a serv- 
ice if it make known the importance and the 
practicability of this canal andif it can en- 
list the codperation and support of the people 
of whose productions a large part are now 
successfully contiscated for transportation 
because of the want of just this water-route 
to the Eastern markets, It is to be hoped 
that all the Northwestern States and the va- 


‘rious commercial bodies will be represented 


at the Convention, and will thus give an as- 


. surance of how earnestly this improvement 


is demanded. 


A SPECIMEN ENGLIGH LIBERAL LOBD. 

It was stated in the London dispatches a 
few days ago that Mr. Gladstone was dis- 
posed to appoint Lord Dufferin Viceroy to 
India, as that nobleman was making himself 
very active in his opposition to the Irish 
Land bill. Lord Dufferin is well known in 
this country. He served several years as 
Governor-General of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, and in his personal intereourse is most 
agreeable and fascinating. His wife is re- 
markable also for her personal beauty and 
charms of character. Lord Dufferin is a 
man of polished ability. Ile is an experi- 
enced diplomat, a pleasant orator, and a 
gentleman of fine literary attainments. 

Lord Dufferin’s immediate ancestor was 
created a Baron in 1800 by the title of Clande- 
boyes, and Dufferin himself was created an 
Ear! of the British Peerage in 1870. In 1841 
the first Baron died, and the present Earl 
Dufferin succeeded to the titles and to the 
estate. He was then 15 years of age, and is 
now 55. The estate in the County Down con- 
sisted of nearly 18,000 acres of land, and the 
annual rent, when he succeeded, was about 
$100,000. Lord Dufferin has always been 
classed asa Liberal,—that is, he was a W hig,— 
buta Whig Liberal on ali questions pertain- 
ing to the respective rights and obligations of 
landlords and tenauts can only with difficulty 
be distinguished from a Tory of the most 
conservative character. The late Mr. Disraeli 
begun his political life as an extreme Kaai- 
cal; he then modified his position so that he 
might be classed as a Radical Whig; then, 
going a step further, he became a Radical 
Tory, but did not succeed in reach Par- 
liament until he was elected as a Tory pure 
and simple. The Whigs of Great Britain 
have always been the champions of the land- 
lord interests, and on all questions of that 
character are generally more conservative 
than the Conservatives. Lord Dufferin is of 
this class. 

We find in the Belfast Witness an article 
devoted to land and landlords in Ulster, 
and especially to Lord Dufferin’s estate. 
The land, though not adapted to wheat- 
growing, is described as generally fertile, the 
farms middle-sized and well cultivated. It 
is added: 

No landiord in Ulster could bave his lands 
held by a more valuable race of farmers than 
are fixed on Lord Dufferin's estates. y were 
Originally either Scotch or English settlers, a 
large majority being Presbyterians,—quiet, la- 
burious, and thrifty. Families have lived on the 
same spot generation after generation. The 
tombstones in the burial places are the durable 
archives of family succession. In the docu- 
ment recently —＋— by the Ards portion of 
the tenantry, there is set forth the succession of 
farmers belonging to entire townlands from a 
comparatively remote ancestry, showing vo 
breaks except by marriage, and proving the ex- 
istence of a thrifty, immovable people. Consid- 
ering these facts, which are not disputed, no 
tenantry in Uister should pessess more valuable 
interest in their holdings. They must have 
changed the face of Nature and put the sinews 
of wealth into the soil. They must also have 
— — the farm steadings, and done the plant- 
ing and draining before the persistent landlord 


encroachments that mark the career of the 
present owner commenced. 


It must be remembered that this estate is 
in the heart of Ulster, where prevails that 
“‘custom,’’ which has had the force of law, 
whereby tenants have enjoyed rights and 
privileges denied to the tenants in the other 
provinces of the island. The paper which 
we quote from states that in 1869 when it 
had been determined by the Liberal party to 
pass the Land bill enlarging and extending 
the rights of tenants, liberalizing the whole 
land system of Ireland. Lord Dufferin, who 
was one of the leaders of that party and cog- 
nizant of its purposes, summoned all his ten- 
ants and submitted to them new leases. 
These leases were immense documents. In 
them the landlord in a few sentences de 
mised the land to the tenants for twenty 
years upon the payment of the rent stipu- 
lated, and then set forth a series of contracts 
binding the tenant which in length would 
fill several columns of a newspaper. In these 
covenants the tenants were compelled to sur- 
render all the rights and privif®ges secured 
to them by the existing Ulster custom, and 
also, and in advance, waived and surrendered 
all the advantages and privileges which 
might be given them by the forthcoming Land 
bill, of the extent of which Lord Dufferin 
was supposed to be then fully informed. 
When the tenants appeared they were re- 
quired to sign the lease then and there, with- 
out an hour’s delay. Having got all his ten- 
ants thus pledged under new leases, in which 
each tenant by contract surrendered every 
legal right and privilege to which he was 
then entitled, and also stipulated that he 
would claim nothing outside of the lease, 
even if granted him by legislation, Lord 
Dufferin was able to establish as arbitrary a 
despotism over his tenants as ever existed in 
any land on earth. In 1870 was passed the 
Land act, but Lord Dufferin’s tenants had 
the year before surrendered or contracted 
away all rights under that law, and never 
shared any of its benefits. In the Belfast 
paper is given a statement of the terms of 
this lease, which would put to shame certain 
documents know in this country and ex- 
acted of the most defenseless class, and po- 
litely termed “ cut-throat.” 

Lord Dufferin has sold one of his estates, 
but the tenantry on that estate sent a memo- 
rial to Mr. Gladstone, commenting upon his 
Lordship’s published views on the land ques- 
tion, and in this memorial they said:

HIGH ART AND THE BALLET. 

A new fashion has just been introduced in 
Paris, and there are ominous mutterings that 
it may soon break out in Boston and also in 
New York. And if in these cities, why not 
sooner or later in Chicago? It is a fashion 
which in some sense may be called a phase 
of modern “ culchaw,” a new development 
or outbreak of modern art. In this direction 
we are making progress. Though we are not 
so awfully utter as Boston, nor so quite too 
dreadfully quite as New York, there is no 
special reason why we should not have it. 
The fashion is the introduction of ballet 
dancing by professionals at evening parties. 
At one of the most brilliant soirées of the 
season given at one of the best houses in 
Paris, the pas of the Sabotiere from La 
Korrigane ” was danced by Mlle. Mauri, 
and Mme. Fonta danced some Greek 
pas of her own invention to a ca- 
dence of Greek verses recited by a 
Professor of the University. This is 
not so utter as would seem at first thought. 
Leg education in the past fifteen years has 
made great advancement, and anatomical 
symphonies have rapidly come into favor. 
We all remember well what a shriek of pro- 
test went up when the Black Crook was 
first introduced, though, as compared with 
the ballet business of to-day, it was a very 
modest affair. Gradually the fashion has 
grown until now our regular operatic 
choruses appear in Jerseys as the proper 
thing, and our prima-donnas go into tights 
without compunctions. The old-fashioned 
coryphees and the dazzling stars of the varie- 
ties in fact have had hard work in keeping 
pace with the décolleté fashion of the stage, 
and audiences which once condemned now 
criticise and applaud, Even the Church has 
grown liberal, and it was only the other day 
in this city that an entertainment was 
given in a church, upon the program of 
which “ Ring the Bells of Heaven” was fol- 
lowed by an act by a lightning change de- 
lineator, So far as anatomical display is 
concerned the public has come to care as lit- 
tle as the students of a medical college, and 
the exhibitions of the human form which 
ence caused such holy horror no longer 
arouse any feelings exeept those of admira- 
tion. There is, then, no goog reason why 
modern ** culchaw,”’. which has appropriated 
everything inappropriate, and modern art. 
which delights in everything that is bizarre 
and grotesque simply because it is such, 
should not avail themselves of the services 
of the variety dancer, whose nudity is adver- 


_tised in every shop-window in numberless 


poses and postures, and use them in exempli- 
fication of the good, the true, and the beau- 
tiful. Even high art must have something 
new, and we are beginning to tire of the 
symphonies in color, the decorations of 
crockery, the appalling plaques, and the as- 
tonishing exhibitions of storks, frogs, grif- 
fins, dragons, sculpins, and other hideous 
natural developments that have hitherto been 
interesting only to naturalists of eccentric 
tastes. Why, then, should not the disciples 
of “culchaw” and the apostles of high art 
give us a change in their receptions another 
season and relieve the tedium of their tech- 
nical jargon by tableau vivants illustrating 
their views? Mrs. Jefferson Brick would 
have no difficulty in making her receptions 
quite too awfully utter and symphonic by 
the introduction of the ballet. On her phil- 
osophical night, for instance, the subjective- 
ness of the Ego could be beautifully illus- 
trated in contrast by an objective pas from 
the Faust Ballet,“ or the discussion 
on immortality could be emphasized by 
a Pythagorean pas or a Platonic pose by 
Sara, the high kicker, or Mile. Colombine, 
the electric success of the terpsichorean 
galaxy. On Mrs. Brick’s Greek night, what 
could be more effective than a recitation by 
herself of some Anacreontic ode, the spirit 
of which could be exemplified by the dan- 
seuse executing a pas in the Pyrrhic dance, 
clad in toga and sandals; or on her French 
night, its delightful froth and frou-frou 
pictured in the aerial leg-flights of the La 
Belle Helene” can-can. On her literary 
nights, the poetry of verse could be wedded 
to the poetry of motion in a saltatory union 
that would arouse new interest in the minds 
of the young, and induce old gentiemen to 
commence afresh the study of literature. On 
her cooking nights, a pas de turbot or danse 
a la maitre d’hotel, between the dishes, 
would reeall the ancient Egyptian ban- 
quets, when ravishing houris enter- 
tained the banqueters with their tink- 
ling feet and flushing limbs. There is, 
in fact, no end to the ways in which the bal- 
let could be utilized to entwine the material 
joys of the world with the ethereal and quite 
too utter raptures and symphonies that lurk 
in a dado, infest a brass kettle, and only 
partially manifest themselves in our philo- 
sophical symposia. Where is our Chicago 
Who will be the first to in- 
troduce this awfully utter Parisian fashion?

Words can searcely 
measure his scorn of Wilberforce, Lamb, Words- 
worth, and every other literary person with 
whom he was at ali associated, the sole excep- 
tion being Southey. The key to his love of the 
last-named is soon found in a statement that 
the then poet-laureate was the only per- 
son who at  tirst gave a word of 
praise to the French Revolution.” From that 
moment Carlyle believed him to be a person of 
great discernment. But he can find nothing bet- 
ter to say of Charies Lamb than that he had “an 
insuperable proclivity for gin.” Everybody and 
everything belonging to himself he esteems the 
best and wortbiest in the worid, but all else is 
dross. Carlyle’s industry, courage, and ability 
must be admitted, but his personal character 
was as contemptible, to say the least, as that of 
any of the friends whom he so fiercely con- 
demned.

THE TELEPHOSE ORDINANCE. 


1 It is understood that the Telephone Company, 
the Western Union, and the other compunies at 
present operating overhead wires are satistied 
with the ordinance introduced in the Council 
Monday night. It postpones for two years or 
more the placing of the wires underground. 
Undoubtedly the new ordinance will pass. It is 
pretty generally admitted that the one adopted 
the other day which forbids the runn of any 
more wires overhead is a practical embargo on 
business. The Telephone and other compauies. 
though they have spent much money in experi- 
ments, have not yet been able to find a cable 
which will answer unde und, though doubt- 
less they will be able, under the spur of this or- 
dinance and the ordinances of other cities, 
to find one within two years. The per- 
son who does find one which § is 
satisfactory can immediately retire from 
business, and live on his income during the rest 
of his life, no matter how long that life may be. 
The most thorough tests which have yet been 
made have been by the Bell Company of Boston, 
and by a Commercial compuny near New York. 
The latter has eight or nine miles under ground, 
but met with an obstacle to its extension at Jer- 
sey city, where the authorities will neither aliow 
the Company tu string any wires above ground 
nor to lay any cables below ground. The dim- 
culty thus far is, especially as far as teiephones 
are concerned, that a cable which works satis- 
torily above ground won't do it underground. 
Between now and 1883, however, the ingenuity 
of man will doubtless devise some method by 
which the unsightly network of wires can be 
done away with.

MRS. ZINN’S SIN, 
AND HOW SHE GOT OUT OF IT. 

Justice Brown's court-room was crowded all 
yesterday afternoon with a motley array of 
idiers, who Were drawn thither by an adultery 
case in which the evidence possessed that rich- 
ness of flavor exactly calculated to afford enjoy- 
ment for time-killers. The defendants were 
Mrs. Hattie E. Zinn, wife of a druggist doing 
business at the corner of State and Jackson 
streets, and James Woodward, a dashing young 
dry-goods clerk. THe TRIBUNE chronicled the 
arrest of the couple on the day followin — oc- 
currence. At the examination yesterday Mrs. 
Zinn, who is young and very prepossessing in her 
appearance, demeaued herself ina very lady- 
like manner, while Woodward assumed a don't- 
care sort of behavior. Although Zinn and his 
wife were married only about two years ago, the 
evidence yesterday owed that scarcely six 
months had elapsed after the uuptials before 
the lady was — in u very singular way 
for a young wife ipn, however, being very 
near-sighted, and also blinded by love, did — 
see muny things which were plain to servants 
and neighbors. 

He and his wife lived together up to the time 
that the warrant was sworn out, but it was 
while he was at the store, from 6 o'clock in the 
morumg until 12, thathis better-baif entertained 
the other man. On ope occasion, as was testi- 
fied to yesterday, the husband came home a lit- 
tle earlier in the evening than usual. aud his 
wife found it necessary to stow her visitor 
away in a servant's room. Then she complained 
of feeling very Il. and asked tor some — 6 
The unsuspecting husband went out and 
some, and in e meantime—exit visitor. it 
would not do to rehearse all the testimony,—all 
about keyhboles, prying servants, meetings after 
dark, and so on,—butit satisfied the Court that 
there bad been an improper intimacy between 
the two defendants. The Court said so plainly 
in fact, but said also that there had been no 
open and novoriousadultery,’’—the defendants 
had not lived together. And they were accord- 
iugly discharged. 


THE COURT-HOUSE. 


WILL THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE JOIN 
INVESTIGATION. 

Monday last the County Board adopted a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a spe- 
cial committee of four, with the Chairman of 
the Board, to investigate the charges of cor- 
ruption and bribery made by a paper against the 
architect and contractors of the new Court- 
House and the majority ot the Board. It was 
voted at the same time to ask the Citizens’ As- 
sociation to appoint a committee of three to 
confer and act with the Special Committee of 
the Board.

Mr. A. A. Carpenter, Vice-President of the 
Citizens’ Association, said that he had been 
busy and knew nothing about what was going on 
further than he had read the report of the 
Board proceedings in Tue Tripunge. He had 
held no conference with any of the officers of 
the Association, and could give no idea as to 
what would be done. His personal opi@pn was 
that there had been some stealing in co tion 
with the building of the Court-House, and he 
thought that perhaps it might be possible to find 
out something about it. 

Mr. Alfred B. Masen, a prominent member of 
the Association, said that nothing had been — 
so far. They were waiting until they heard 
the County Board. He did not believe th in- 
véstigation would resultin the punishment of 
any of the thieves, such there were, but it was 
necessary to awaken the people to the import- 
ance of electing goed men to the County Board.

MADAGASCAR’S QUEEN. 


Crowned and Throned, She Receives 
@qpe American Consul in Regal State. 
Correspondence New York Worid, 

TAMATAVE, Madagascar, Dec. 29, 1880.—Uci. W. 
W. Robinson, the American Consul here, has 
just returned from an official visit to Banavaloni 
II. at her capital, Antananarivo, distant eight 
days’ journey. Col. Robinson's party left here 
on the morning of Dec. 8, after taking leave of 
the Governor of Tamatave, who gave us an cs- 
cort consisting of four Malagasy soldiers under 
the command of a captain and a Hova officer, 
whotraveled with us in a palanquin. Besides 
these our party consisted of twenty palanquin- 
bearers and twenty men who carried the lug- 
gage. The Malagese cannot conceive of any 
other form of government than that of a mon- 
archy, and for a king they have a supreme 
respect. They persisted in alluding to Mr. 
Hayes as “King President,” and having 
been notified of the coming of the Consul. 
they made great efforts to honor King Presi- 
dent's representative by preparing the roads 
and streets for our progress. Muc of the first 
part of the journey was accomplished in canoes, 
and was exc@edingly pleasant. On the evening 
of the second day we arrived at Audevorante, a 
considerable town on the coast about sixty 
miles from Tamatave, where we wereereceived 
in stute by the Lieutenant-Governor and twelve 
soldiers, who presented arms and beat a salute 
in our honor. After showing us to a house pre- 
pared for us a une bullock was led out, and, 
after being killed, presented to the Consul, who 
returned thanks in a neat speech. We passed 
through thirty-five villages on our way to the 
Capital, and at each we were received with mili- 
tary honors— that isto say, as we entered the 
village an officer shouted, “Present arms!“ 
Often there were but two or three soldiers to 
obey this order, and sometimes — one. But 
there was always one at least, for if there was 
not a soldier stationed in the village the com- 
mander of our escort sent one of his men 
abead to receive us. At every village we 
were compelled to receive presents of fowls, 
rice, potatoes, os. etc., and indeed we got ulto- 
ther two bullocks, two calves, three sheep, 130 
ickens, besides turkeys, geese, ducks, rice, po- 
tatoes, eggs, and drivd fish without number. Our 
escort, who receive nopay from the Govern- 
ment, took charge of th presents as their 
own perquisits. On the eighth day of our jour- 
ney we were met by Ratvinianonatra, a Briga- 
dier-General and oflicer of the palace, accompa- 
nied by two other officers. who brought us the 
Queen's message of welcome. Consul Robinson 
returned thanks and sent word to the Queen that 
he should enter the capital on the following day. 
In the evening we arrived at Adraivoro, a town 
abouta e from the capital, where we were 
entertained by Gen. Rainisamponge. The influ- 
ence of the English missionaries has bad a very 
beneficial effect on the better classes and we 
found the Hova’s house not only’ comfortably 
but tastefully furnished. At l0o’clock on the 
morn of 17 a guard of seventy men, with 
a band of music, commanded by Maj.-Gen. 
Raminaraka, escorted the Consul to the capi- 
tal. As soon as we came in sight of the palace
